New. York, Aug. 12.—Action looking 


to a strike of the 3,000 telegraph oper- 
ators in this city has been deferred 
until next Friday, pending an impor- 
tant conference in Chief-go early this 
week, at which Charles Neill, United 
States labor commissioner; Samuel J. 
Small, president of the telegraphers' 
union; Samuel Gornpers, president of 
tthe American Federation of Labor, 
and Ralph M. Easley, chairman of t"H« 
executive council of the National Civic 
Federation, will endeavor to effect an 
adjustment of the difficulties between 
the telegraph companies and their em- 
ployes throughout the country. 


The decision was reached at a meet- 


ing of the local telegraphers' union. 
News that Commissioner Ts'eili was 
en route to Chicago to try to bring 
about a settlement, was announced at 
the meeting by James P. Archbold, 
secretary of the National Civic Feder- 
ation, who said that the commissioner 
would proceed in the matter at tbe 
request of President Roosevelt. Sec- 
retary Loeb said at Oyster Bay that 
the president had not directed Com- 
missioner Neill to intervene in the 
strike and that Labor Commissioner 
Neill had not informed the president 
of his action. Secretary Loeb added, 
however, that the commissioner had 
full power to act in the matter with- 
out the executive direction. 


Deputy President Percy Thomas of 


the telegraphers' union announced 
after the local meeting that President 
Small and members of the national ex- 
ecutive committee would meet in Chi- 
cago Thursday to discuss the advisa- 
bility of ca ing a general strike. Mr. 
Thomas said that he had made ar- 
rangements to call a general strike in 
all cities and towns east of Pittsburg, 
and that the calling out of the oper- 
ators depended on the report of the 
Chicago conference. 


The meeting of the local telegra- 


phers' union was punctuated with acri- 
monious discussion on the question of 
deferring action on a strike, and it 
was only after a three-hour argument

Omaha, Neb., Aug. 12.—E. H. Harrl-

Lacrosse, Wis., Aug. 12— The worst 


tornado ever experienced here swept 
through the city, and in 15 minutes 
had done thousands of dollars' dam- 
age. The storm worked great havoc 
to factories, residences, churches, elec- 
tric companies, and brought to earth 
thousands of the most beautiful shade 
trees, making the streets and walks in 
places impassable. The tornado was 
accompanied by a furious rain. The 
day was fair and warm, with no pros- 
pect of weather disturbances, and hun- 
dreds of people were already upon the 
river for the day or had gone into the 
country on picnic parties. The great- 
est alarm was caused when the sav- 
age, twisting wind struck the water 
and the frail pleasure craft on it. In 
many cases the boats were swamped, 
the occupants being thrown into the 
water and obliged to swim to shore. 
There are reports of drownings, and 
one witness claims to have seen a boat 
containing two men overturn and go 
down with its passengers, but there 
has as yet been no cofirmation of these 
reports.

HE JUMPED FROM HIS OTVCV 


TRAIN. 


Injured Man Brought to Iiocal Hos- 


pital Where He Will Prob- 


ably Die. 


Injuries which will probably result 


fatally were received 
by James R. 


Bowers, of Drum alley, a freight con- 
ductor on the B. & O. at Cambridge 
Monday morning at 8 o'clock, when 
he stepped off his train, No. 28, east 
bound, directly in front of a switch 
engine. 


He was dragged 
for several feet 


and his left leg mashed 
off at the 


body, his right foot so badly mashed 
at the ankle that it will have to be 
amputated as soon as his 
condition 


warrants the operation. He was given 
a saline infusion in the hopes that he 
will rally enough to withstand the 
shock 
attending 
the 
amputation. 


Aside from these injuries that may 
cause his death he was badly cut and 
bruised about the face and his arms 
lacerated.

BIG TRUST AGAIN ARRAIGNED 


Commissioner of Corporations Smith 


Submits to the President Further 
Results of the Investigation Into the 
Operations of the Standard—Lowest 
Prices to Foreign Consumers. 


Washington, Aug. 12.—The policj 


of the Standard Oil company, in 
business of selling petroleum products 
In foreign countries, has been appar 
ently to sacrifice the interests of the 
American consumer for the purpose 
of securing the Standard's foreign 
business. This direct charge is made 
in an official 
report 
to 
President 


Roosevelt by Herbert Knox Smith 
commissioner of corporations, in sub 
mitting to him further results of the 
investigation of the operations of the 
Standard Oil company by the bureau 
of corporations. Part three of the re- 
port, dealing with discriminations in 
prices, was made public by Commis- 
sioner Smith. It consists of a detailed 
summary of the work of the investiga- 
tors and a letter of transmittal of the 
report to the president Mr. Smith says 
the Standard, annoying practically an 
absolute monopoly of the oil trade in 
this country, has charged "such prices 
as it could, thereby extort, and the 
American consumer has had to pay 
these prices. 
Meeting competition 


abroad, it has used the profits made at 
home to maintain its position abroad, 
so that the American consumer has 
been severely discriminated against 
for the purpose of maintaining, not the 
dominance of American export trade, 
but the domfnance of a particular 
combination which has used its power 
frequently and conspicuously to the 
disadvantage of the American public." 


Extraordinary statements are con- 


tained in the report respecting the 
varying prices of oil in this country. 
It is pointed out that as the Standard 
does business directly with the retail 
dealers, it is in position to make dif- 
ferent prices on the same grade of oil 
in different localities, and it actually 
takes advantage1 of that position. 


In localitir-; ' -re the Standard has 


no competitl .;, it exacts immenely 
higher prices for its products than it 
charges in localities where it is 
obliged to meet competition. 


Some astonishing statements are 


- made regarding the methods pursued 


by the Standard toward various rail- 
roads of the country in supplying to 
them their necessary lubricating oils. 
Some lines which have shown a dis- 
position and have the power to com- 
pound their own lubricants obtain fa- 
vorable rates from the Standard, but 
from all other roads the highest prices 
are exacted. 
An intimation of the 


reason why the railroads are willing 
to pay the high prices demanded by 
the Standard when they might obtain 
supplies at lower rates from the inde- 
pendent concerns, is contained in Com- 
missioner Smith's statement that the 
reasons are "entirely apart from the 
matter of lubrication."

Special Committee Created by Con- 


gress Examines Into River Condi- 
tions and Meets at Pittsburg to 
Make Its Report — Deeper Channel 


to Cairo. 


Pittsburg,. Aug. 12.— The review 


board of the United States army engi- 
neers convened here today to explain 
publicly its findings as to the needs 
of the Ohio river and the business de- 
pendent upon It through canalization 
ot the Ohio by the lock system and 
deepening the channel from Pittsburg 
to Cairo, 111. A nine-foot stage in the 
Ohio has for years been the dream of 
river men and business men of the Ohio 
valley. In 1&05, in response to demands 
of the river and manufacturing inter- 
ests of Pittsburg and the Ohio valley, 
congress authorized the appointment 
of a committee to tour the Ohio river, 
examine into its needs and commercial 
importance, and to make a report of 
their findings. 


The committee came to Pittsburg 


and, 
under the auspices of the Pitts- 


burg river interests and the Ohio Val- 
ley Improvement association, made a 
trip from Pittsburg to Cairo, taking 
ample time to examine into conditions, 
and were furnished with information 
whieh^ would lead to an intelligent con- 
clusion as to what the United States 
should do towards meeting the de- 
mands of affected interests. At the 
meeting here the report and recom- 
mendations of the beard of review of 
the army engineer will be submitted. 
What a nine-foot stage in the Ohio 
river means only the residents of the 
Ohio valley fully realize. To build a 
system of locks and dams by which 
freight shipments may be made from 
this city to the Mississippi every day 
in the year, would take columns to ac- 
curately set forth in its magnitude to 
other sections of the country. Briefly, 
it would mean mat about seven- 
eighths of the freight, coal and ore 
hipments from the Great Lakes to 
New Orleans would be by water; there 
would be a marked increase in the 
building of river steamers, both pack- 
ts and towboats, and necessarily cre- 
ating an added demand for lumber and 
lardware.

ICHARD MAXSFIELD is a prod- 


igy. The word prodigy has two 
definitions. By one meaning it is 
a person so extraordinary as to 


excite wonder or astonishment. By the 
other meaning it is a monster. Accord- 
Ing to some of his enemies, Richard 
Mansfield perhaps fits the latter defini- 
tion, but in truth he does not. That he 
Is an extraordinary person who has 
excited both wonder and astonishment 
for years, is strictly true. When the 
news was sent out a few days ago 
from the great north woods of New 
York state that the famous actor was 
lying seriously ill in a little cottage, 
broken in body and mind, pathetically 
calling for his stage costumes arid 
mumbling over some of the lines of his 
chief triumphs, the thought occurred to 
more than one person that the life of a 
successful tragedian may be in itself a 
tragedy. In the world of artistic en- 
deavor triumph and tragedy lie very 
close together. Very frequently, to- 
ward the final curtain, they overlap. 


Since the death. of Henry Irving, 


Mansfield has been recognized as the 
greatest living actor that speaks his 
lines in the English tongue. For a 
score of years he has been mounting 
steadily and surely toward that proud 
gosition. He was born to climb to the 


and" years when night came I have 
wandered about the streets of London, 
and if I had n. penny I invested it in 
baked potatoes from the baked potato 
man on the corner. I would put those 
hot potatoes in my pocket, and after 
I had warmed my hands I would 
swallow the potatoes. 
That is the 


truth." 


But Richard Mansfield did not use 


hot potatoes both for heat and food 
because he had to. He did it because 
he wanted to be an actor—perhaps be- 
cause he had to be an. actor.

Euders 
clorff. desired him to be a painter. The 
youth tried painting, with fair success 
artistically. His mother was wealthy 
She had gold in abundance for Richarc 
the artist, but not a cent for Richarc 
the actor. When the young man de- 
termined to be an actor the madarne 
cut him ofif as to finances; hence the 
hot potatoes.

If I fortunately had one, and*perhaps 
a tallow dip was stuck hi the UPCK of 
a bottle, and I was fortunate if I had 
something to cook for myself over a 
fire. That was my life. 
For years 


and"put him in schoj?.' She took him 
to various European countries and 
put him in school. He grew up in an 
artistic atmosphere. 
He played the 


piano like an adept. He spoke several 
languages. He painted well. He had 
the key of admission to the politest 
social circles. Yet because he was de- 
termined to become an actor, and a 
great a:tor, he was a London starve- 
ling for years and years, and nobody 
ever heard him whimper. 


You may not like Richard Mans- 


field. Many persons who do^not know 
him dislike him. He seems to have 
cultivated the art of making enemies 
of strancrors to the ultim.ite limit. Bnt 
you must admire his nerve, his pluck, 
his British bulldog tenacity of pur- 
pose. ^He was going to get there, and 
lie gat there. After years and years he 
got there—got so far that instead of 
continuing to eat potatoes after using 
them for pocket stoves he wss living 
in bis own New York home by the time 
he re ached t'na age of thirty-five and 
eating in a dining room furnished al- 
together with tobies, chairs and side- 
boards from the royal palace at Ver- 
sailles.

Truly, it was no primrose path of 


dallismce thnt Richard MansfieU* trav- 
eled. After long struggling and many

How He "Made Good." 


Mansfield came to America to re- 


main permanently about twenty-five 
years ago. He had achieved fair suc- 
cess on the London stage. 
He ap- 


peared uere nrst m comic operas am 
comedies and won a considerable rep 
utatiou. It was in his part of Frince 
Karl, in the play written by A. C 
Gunter, who died only a few month 
ago, that Mansfield "made good" and 
started fairly on the road to his grea 
reputation. But he had to struggle 
"I am as determined as the tides o. 
the ocean and as patient as the Cath 
olic church," he once remarked when 
adverse criticism was encountered. 


Mansfield's breakdown in his prime 


is due to overwork. That determina 
tiou which has possessed him from the 
first has mjderuiined his health. 
He 


reached the private palace car and the 
Versailles dining room furniture oulj 
by the severest sort of labor—inces- 
sant, nerve destroying, plugging toi 
at the tasks he set for himself. Some 
men may spend their summers in idle- 
ness. Mansfield used to retire to his 
New London home and spend the 
warm 
months 
studying 
furiously. 


When he reached the rehearsals he 
was always letter perfect. He knew 
his lines. 
He knew his characters. 


And they were such 
characters— 


Shakespeare's, 
Schiller's, 
Moliere's, 


Ibsen's and^those of lesser tragedians 
and comedians. Xot only did he know 
his characters, but he became them 
for the time. "When I play Richard 
the king," he has said, "I am Richard 
the king." 


Sample of His Pathos. 


There is a powerful pathos in the 


letter which Mansfield wrote to the 
St. Louis Republic in reply to an at- 
tack upon him by that paper some 
years ago, when the actor, at the old 
Hagan Opera House in St. Louis, ap- 
peared before the footlights and be- 
rated his audience, declaring that that 
city couid not appreciate art and oth- 
erwise 
expressing 
severe 
opinions 


against the Missouri metropolis: 


''It is especially concerning the para- 


graph which suggests that an actor 
would be more successful if he enjoy- 
ed the reputation of being a good fel- 
low that I write. It all depends upon 
what the definition of the words may 
me. I haven't the time or the inclina- 
tion to be a good fellow in the sense 
in which it is generally accepted in 
this country, but I trust that I have 
at all times been a good friend and a 
hospitable host. * * * Possibly few 
are aware that when I have played 
one of my trying roles I am utterly, 
totally exhausted. 
I ought then and 


there to be "wrapped up in blankets 
and put to bed after having been fed. 
That's what they do for a good race 
horse after a race. If I hem and haw 
it is because I am exhausted and not 
because I am an idiot, as the polite 
gentleman on an afternoon paper is 
jood enough to suggest.
